Sitka is a unified home rule municipality located on the west coast of Baranof Island. It fronts the Pacific Ocean
on Sitka Sound, about 95 air miles southwest of Juneau. Sitka is part of the Sitka City and Borough.

¢ The estimated population for 2008 was 8,615, a loss of about 220 since the 2000 Census.

+ About 62 percent of the resident population 16+ years old worked in 2008.

¢ Educational and Health Services was the main industry in 2008, employing 20 percent of the area's workers.
+ More workers were employed as Retail Salespersons than any other occupation.
